The old Mo'ody school: building 'was 


erected In 1840 ,and was named after 
Paul.Moody, a prominent citizen of Bel- 
videre, after whom Moody street was 
also called. 
.

As originally constructed, the Moody 


school, like the rest of its class, con- 
sisted, of a-large, room in which all the 
scholars were seated, and there the 
higher classes recited to'the principal 
and an assistant, the lower classes be- 
ing heard in recitation rooms by subor- 
dinate teachers. Ten ;minutes was al- 
owed for each recitation and when the 
time was ujp a bell struck on the clock, 
at which the change would be made. 
The school as originally built had two 
recitation rooms, situated on the west- 
ern end of the building, and the dis- 
turbance created six times an hour by 
the. changes . of the classes, can be 
Imagined. 


About ten years after the school was 


built a second recitation room was 
located-upon-the -eastern end..- - 


As at first constructed there was a 


central entrance to the building on the 
western end, fronting on what was then 
called High street square, and the. re-

:The: city of Lo,well:is comparatively small in area, and'can never take 


on a very rapid growth until new territory be added. 


The.-slight addition from Tewksbury a.couple of years ago was a great 


help .to our city, and the addition of more territory is absolutely necessary. 


The majority of the people in the surrounding towns find employment 


in" Lowell. They ore interested in the city quite as much as in the towns in 
which they make their .homes. 
They draw upon this city not only for 


:erap]6ymenl but to some extent also for the education of their families. 
The.;ultimate. destiny of the. surrounding towns is annexation to Lowell. 


The town that would naturally come next in. ordei' -for annexation 


would he Draeut. That towu would be greatly .benefited by annexation, and 
the territory /which it would add to our city would afford nn outlet for the 
people -who want to establish homes within easy reach of the center of the 
city. Draeut would then enjoy our splendid water service, the protection 


-of our fire department, the advantage of our school system, and would in 
'various other ways receive benefits which it will never enjoy as a town. 
At the present time the residents of Draeut pay considerable for the edu- 
cation of town pupils in our high school. This is dne of the many dis- 
advantages, of town government. 
Besides, the roads in Dniout would soon 


be improved, better sewerage would he established, and thus .a great deal of 
the property that, at present is wholly undesirable would be made available 
for building'purposes. 


If Lowell had enjoyed n much larger territory the population at the 


present time would be over 125,000, and we would not he lagging in the 
fourth rant, among the largest cities of (he state. 


We helieve that although the territory 
annexed 
from 
Tewksbury 


involved one of the most difficult sewerage problems that "Quid he found 


HI New England, yet ihe change is satisfactory not only to this city but 
(-specially to the people of the annexed district. 
The improvement in the 


sewerage in that district is already appreciated. 
There has been less sick- 


ness, and the people have derived so.many advantages from the annexa- 
tion that nobody now regrets the change. 


The same would he true if the town of Draeut were annexed. Very 


Valuable territory -would soon be opened up for building purposes, and 
would quickly be covered by comfortable homes. 
New roads would be 


constructed and.the old would be improved. 
New sewers would be laid, 


bud-fhe water sen-ice would be extended-to all the main points of the town. 


. 'The town of Draeut is one of the oldest in New England, and yet its 


growth has been marv«lously slow. We do not expect any change in this 
respect until the town he added to Lowell, and until it takes on new life 
as a part of our city, partaking of the benefits of our municipal depart- 
ments and merging its fate with that of our enterprising and progressive 
city. There might be some increase in the tax rate, but 
the various 


advantages offered by the service of our municipal departments would mora 
than compensate for that slight increase. 
The town of Draeut has some 


splendid territory for development, and if it were added to the city of 
Lowell there would be an opportunity for a laud boom such as never Struck 
the town during its long history. 


The farmers as a rule 'are opposed to annexation. 
They dislike to 


disturb the established order of things, and this is why the towu of Draeut 
has gone along for over a hundred years without any considerable growth 
cither in population or iu wealth.

and a steam'railroad extended across the river there would then he an 
opportunity.Jo incrense/.tho industries and population of the town. The 
possibilities of improvement through annexation are very great, and 
they should be seriously considered by (he town of Draeut with a view to 
its own advancement as part and parcel of the city of Lowell.

What occurs in Beverly or even in New York is liable to occur in any 


ether city in the country, and consequently the police department of ever.v 
city should bo prepared to meet such emergencies in n proper manner.

It is the nature 
of the gypsy moth to deposit its eggs 
in -sheltered places, 
and 
millions ol 


them' are laid, deep down in the cavi- 
ties-of these old trees/making It .im- 
possible for them to be .detected and 
destroyed by the moth 'hunters.

From soup to dessert, the ways iri 


which rice may be served are too nu- 
merous to mention, and formulas are 
being: constantly added to the list, but 
there are few people outside the states 
In which rice is grown who know how 
to cook it.

No creole or Chinese rice cook will 


serve you-a starchy, mushy mess of 
rice. No mattur. what your objection 
may bo to rice as an article of com- 
mon diet, It is sure to give way when 
the eye beholds the snow white pyra- 
mid of £ry steaming rice, each grain 
distinct and separate from the others. 


llice should be cooked in this way, 


no matter whether it is served plain as 
a .vegetable,—-eaten- with gravy or 
sauce, a ragout or curried dish or 
mixed with gumbo, soup or other com- 
binations. 
If you .have eaten at .a 


creole or Chinese restaurant you note 
how religiously the rice, boiled In the 
manner described, is served with cur-- 
ries and chop suey. 


There is nothing mysterious in the 


process of boiling rice. Wash the rice 
thoroughly In several waters and. dry 
it. Have the water in which it is to1 
be cooked boiling, then drop the grains' 
of rice hi, slowly and high from tho 
hand. When the rice is done pour the 
water from tho vegetable and return 
it to the stove, shaking the rice about 
In the cooking utensil until it is thor- 
oughly dry. 


White Cabbage a la Creme With

The. old Moody school building was 


erected In 1640 'and was named after 
Paul Moody,, a prominent citizen of Bel- 
videre, after whom Moody street was 
also called. 
.; 


A« originally constructed,1 the Moody 


school, .like ttie rest o£ its class, con- 
sisted'pf a. large room in which all the 
scholars were! seated, and there the 
higher.'classes recited to the principal . 
and an assistant, the lower classes be- 
ing heard in recitation rooms by subor- 
dinate teachers. Ten minutes was al- 
lowed for each recitation and when the 
time was up a.bell struck.on the clock, 
at which the change would be made. 
The school as originally: built had two 
recitation rooms, situated on the west- 
ern end of the building, and the dis- 
turbance created six times an hour by 
the changes 
of the classes, can bo 
imagined.

About ten years after the school was 


built a second recitation room was 
located upon the eastern end. 


As at first constructed there was a 


central • entrance to the building on the . 
western end, fronting on what was then

Notwithstanding that the old school 


had been In constant use as a grammar 
school for 53 years it has had but three 
principals. Seth Pooler, who was mas- 
ter until 1866, was succeeded by Lever- 
ett M. Chase. Jfr. Chase was "followed 
by Joseph Peabody who resigned in 
ISSS^and died In this city in 1SS6. Mr. 
W. S. Greene, the present master, suc- 
ceeded Mr. Peabody. 


New Moody School 


The dedicatory exercises of the new 


Moody 
school 
building took place 


Wednesday afternoon, April 12, 1893, 
and the spacious hall was not large 
enough to contain the spectators. Tha 
universal ycrdlct was that the school 
was as near perfect as It could be. The 
platform In the hall was tastefully dec- 
orated with potted plants. At about 2 
o'clock a slgnnl bell was struck in tho 
lower entry and the scholars, headed by 
their respective teachers, marched in 
double file to the exhibition hall. 


Thomas " Boulger, the. sub-commit- 


tee of the school, called the meeting 
to order, and after the formal cere- 
monies were completed the lato Col. 
Haggett was introduced to present a 
beautiful American flag donated by 
Mrst Hocum Hosford. 


Col. Raggett's remarks were charac- 


teristic. 
He addressed the pupils as 


fellow scholars, as he was proud to 
remember that he was once a scholar 
in tho Moody school. He then gave a 
brief history of the American flag, and 
after the singing of the "Star Spangled 
Banner" Ephralm Brown, an assistant 
with Seth Pooler, thn first principal of 
the school, who was unable to be pres- 


ent, mado brief remarks. Tho speaker 
eulogized Mr. Pooler and he said that 
Col. Haggett, 
the preceding speaker, 


would testify to Mr. Pooler's thorough- 
ness and moderation as a teacher. 


Colonel 
Haggett 
interrupted 
the 


speaker by saying that although thprx 
were no flags upon the school In Mr. 
Pooler's day, he occasionally inflicted 
the stripe and made the scholars see 
stars. 


The dedicatory address was b'y the 


late Philip J. Farley. The address was 
an eloquent one.

on a very rapid growth until new. territory be added. 


The slight addition from Tewksbury a couple of years ago was a great

•in Lowell. They are interested in the city quite as much as in the towns in 
which they make their homes. 
They. draw upon this city not only- for

The ultimate destiny of the surrounding towns is annexation to Lowell. 


The. town that would naturally come next iti order for annexation

would be Dracut. That town'would be greatly, benefited by annexation, and 
the territory which it would add to our city would afford an outlet for the 
people who want to establish homes within easy reach of the center of the 
city. Dracut would then enjoy our splendid water service, the protection

is a red letter day. For Instance, In 
the matter of meals more details are 
necessary on Saturday. Then, too, a 
point should be made of using all the 
little leftover dishes. 
Cooked food is 


not likely to keep over Sunday until 
Mondaj-, and even if it would the 
probabilities are that Sunday's cook- 
ing will have IJs own "leftovers" to be 
eaten on Monday. 
Therefore unless 


appetizing dishes are used for lunch- 
eon or .dinner on Saturday there wilf 
bo a waste of material and a corre- 
sponding swelling of the weekly ac- 
count. 


In tho hands of an Intelligent cook1 


such dishes may be made palatable 
and will furnish variety in the weekly 
menus. 


As to routine for Saturday, a house- 


wife should give her orders after in- 
specting the refrigerator and pantry 
with the cook. All ordering for Sun- 
day should be done on Saturday, so 
for two days the housekeeper need not 
enter the kitchen. 
. The menu of each meal should be 
decided 
upon before marketing on 


Saturday and all arranged until after 
breakfast on Monday. A housekeeper 
who follows this system Insures a rest 
for herself as well as for the cook. 


Fresh linen should be put on the 


beds Saturday morning to save extra 
work of changing on Sunday, for the 
Sabbath should be made easy for' the 
maids as well as employers. Cleaning 
the rooms, should they need refresh- 
ing, must not be delayed till Sunday, but 
done on Saturday.

In killed and maimed, however, the race 
was a revolting spectacle and a severe 
arraignment of the manner In which It 
w*as condueted.

Almost at o^ice tho inadequacy of the 
precautions taken wero tragically made 
plain. On -the first. Umu ui'uund, Hof= 
old Stone, driving the number 12 Col- 
umbia, met serious, if not. fatal injury 
under his overturned car, his mecha- 
nician, Bacon, at the same time suffer- 
ng Injuries from which he died short- 
ly afterward.

-The city of Lowell-is'comparatively small in area, and can never take 


on j. very rapid growth unlil new territory be added. 
( 


The slight addition from Tewkshury a couple of years ago was a great 


help .to our'city, and the addition of more territory is absolutely necessary. 


The majority of the people in the surrounding towns find employment 


in LowelJ. They are interested in (he city quite as much as in the towns in 
which they make their homes. 
They draw upon this city not only, for 


employment but (o some extent also for the education of their families. 
The ultimate destiny of the surrounding towns is annexation to: Lowell. 


The town that would naturally come next in-order for annexation 


would -be Droeut. That town would be greatly benefited by annexation, and 
the territory which it would add to our city would afford an outlet for- the 
people who want to establish homes within easy reach of the center of the 
city. Dracut would then enjoy our splendid water service, the protection 
of our.fire department, the advantage of our school system, and would in 
various other ways receive benefits which it will never enjoy as a town. 
At the present time the residents of Dracut pay considerable for the edu- 
cation of town pupils in our high school. This is one of the many dis- 
advantages of town government. Besides, the roads in Dracut would soon 
be improved, better sewerage would be established, and thus a great deal of 
the properly that at present is wholly undesirable would be made available 
for building purposes. 


If Lowell had enjoyed a much larger territory the population' at the 


.present time would be over 125,000, and we would not be lagging in the 
fourth rank among the largest cities of the state. 


We believe that although the territory 
anueied 
from 
Tewksbury 


involved one of the most difficult sewerage problems that could be found 
in New England, yet tho change is satisfactory not only to this city but 
especially to the people of the annexed district.

That is another case in which the police would be justified in adopting 
drastic methods in order to stop the criminals.

other city in the country, and consequently the police department of every 
city should be prepared to meet such emergencies in a. proper manner. Wo 
would advise Superintendent, Welch of the local department to caution his 
officers to adopt rigorous methods ivhonever they see marauders in nn 
automobile committing any crime and then driving off at high speed, dcfylnt- 
all police authority.

To a careful -housekeeper Saturday 


Is a red letter day. For instance, in 
tho matter of meals more details are 
necessary on Saturday. Then, too, a 
point should be made of using all the 
little leftover dishes. 
Cooked food is 


not likely to keep over Sunday until 
Mondaj', and even if It would the 
probabilities are that Sunday's cook- 
ing will have Its own "leftovers" to be 
eaten on Monday. Therefore unless 
appetizing dishes are used for lunch- 
eon or dinner on Saturday there will 
bo a waste of material and a corre- 
sponding swelling of the weekly ao- 
count. 


In tho hands of an intelligent cook 


such dishes may bo made palatable 
and .will furnish variety in the weekly 
menus. 


As to- routine for Saturday, a house- 


wife should give her orders after in- 
specting the refrigerator and pantry 
with the cook. AH ordering for Sun- 
day should be done on Saturday, so 
for two days the housekeeper need not 
enter the kitchen. 


The menu of each meal should be 


decided upon before marketing on 
Saturday and all arranged until after 
breakfast on Monday. A housekeeper 
who follows this system insures a rest 
for herself as well as for the cook. 


Fresh linen should be put on the! 


beds Saturday moiling to save extra 
work of changing on Sunday, for the 
Sabbath should be made easy for the 
maids as well as employers. Cleaning 
the rooms, should they need refresh- 
Ing, must not be delayed till Sunday, but 
done on Saturday. A thorough dusting 
should be given on Saturday, that 
none may be required on Sunday where 
the household staff is limited. 


A housekeeper who tries to lighten 


tho duties of her cook and maids on 
Sunday finds that to send breakfast 
trays to the' rooms instead of waiting 
for tho family to assemble in the din- 
ing room that morning enables the 
waitress to get through work earlier.

hand. When the rice is done pour the 
water from tho vegetable and return 
.t to the stove, shaking the rice about 
,n the cooking utensil' until it is thor- 
oughly dry* 


White Cabbage a la Creme With 
lice.—In creole cookery rice and cab- 


$ are frequently combined, but not 


cooked together, 
Ono method Is to 


shred a head of tender white cabbage 
and soak in cold water for an hour,

and let boil for half an hour or until 
he cabbfaage begins to look clear, but 
lot dark. ' Drain in the colander and 
urn in a heated dish and pbur over it 
mlf a pint of good cream sauce.

)>« mado from one or 


two moro handkerchiefs. ,Somotlmc(i a 


dressing table cover Is made by Join- 
Ing three of the squares by means of 
lace Insertion and putting laca all 
round tho edge. These are always wel- 
come gifts and have just the personal 
noto about them that Is appreciated. A 
"doar" little work apron can be made 
from two largo sized handkerchiefs, 
decorated borders being mndo to play 
an important part i:i the scheme. Two 
odKcs of one aquaro lire made to form 
tho pointed front, and the sides aro ob- 
tained by hommlne and slanting tho 
material Into shape. 
From another 


handkerchief the rufllos can bo made, 
nnd If a plain handkerchief hns been 
««<!<! a spray of nowors can bo om- 
broidcrod. lilbbon forma tho band and 
strings, and you have a .smart little 
Klft for the needlewoman. 


Four liitmlknrchlnfft aro onslly folded 


to make « charming imnhlon cover for 
buby, 
They nro 
folded 
dlAgonAlly 


through tho center, all points meeting 
at tho center, and strips of Insertion 
Join the edges, passing from one cor- 
ner to the other. The method of con- 
struction is readily scon as soon as tho 
handkerchiefs aro folded. 
When this 


Is accomplished they, of course, form a 
square. 


Entire blouses and dressing Jackets 


are made from theso useful squares. 
For tho dressing sack sleovo tho hand- 
kerchief should huvo a hole cut In it 
to allo-v tho arm to pass through, and 
a more becoming effect Is obtained If 
the hole Is not qiiltn in tho comer, 
making tho front portion of tho hand- 
kerchief hnng shorter than tho back. 


An entire petticoat flounce has been
